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Grim Battle Developing for 
City Clerk, Treasurer Posts

The furor that has been kicked up 
over the coming municipal election for 
three city councilmen and a mayor has 
blown a smokescreen that has obscured 
another battle pn the April 10 ballot.

Two other city positions on the bal­ 
lot, city clerk and city treasurer, are 
equally important but are getting vir­ 
tually no publicity.

A grimly determined battle for 
these two posts is developing, 'with

 each of the candidates outlining plat- 
: forms where no platform ever existed
 jbefore.

Candidates have noted that these 
fare ELECTED positions and that, the 
; contenders who win will be responsible 
to the voters and not to other city of- 

: ficials. 
: Contestants for these two position*
  have some interesting points to make. 
a But they have been overlooked in the 
jj series of meetings and coffee Matches
 called to get the opinions and stands of
 other candidates for election.

Considered as "part-time" jobs In 
the past, majority of candidates feel 
that growth of the city makes full-time 
application to the job mandatory.

Positions were established when 
Torrance was little more than a village 
and the duties of the post were light. 
Phenomenal growth of the city has in­ 
creased the importance of the positions 
tremendously, although salaries paid 
have not increased proportionally.

One unique factor in the campaign 
for these positions is that none of the 
candidates wishes to conduct the office 
as it has been conducted before. Each 
has ideas for improving the efficiency 
of the office, ideas for saving the tax­ 
payer money, ideas for making the 
post truly representative of voter opin­ 
ion.

The struggle for council positions 
is noisier and more expensive, but, for 
a good view of grassroots American 
politics in action, keep an eye on the 
battle for the two lesser posts.

Miller Platform Reported 
By Council Candidate

"Growth on trees, shrubs j 
and grass in an expanded! 
system of neighborhood | 
parks is more of an issue to­ 
day with the people of Tor­ 
rance than growth of popu­ 
lation," City Council Candi­ 
date Ken Miller said this 
week.

As a member of the Tor­ 
rance Planning Commission, 
Miller said he has become 
increasingly aware of 
a change in the public's 
thinking.

"Only a few years ago, a 
record breaking census of 
the title as the tastest-grow- 
ing city in Los Angeles 
County was all-important to 
Torrance. The people here 
have c h a n ge d. Now they 
want more parks and more 
recreation facilities for them­ 
selves and their children," 
he said.

"The city council must be 

aware of this trend and 
place greater emphasis 
on parks and recreation at 
budget time if it is going to 
keep in step with the people 
of Torrance whom it repre­ 
sents," Miller declared.

"As a native son, I have 
been an interested partici­ 
pant in Torrance's growth 
from a small city somewhere 
southwest of Los Angeles 
into a large metropolitan 
center. I know this sudden 
growth has cost all citizens 
a large share of their tax 
dollar. Now, I belive they 
want to slow down, or pause, 
and use some of these tax 
dollars for the improvements 
which will directly benefit 
them and their families," he 
pointed out.
